FAREWELL TO THE BRETHREN 


By Roserr Burns 
(Copyright, 1924, by The Masonic Service Association of the United States. Reprinted 
by per mission.) 


The poem or song by which Burns’s con- 
nection with Freemasonry is usually as- 
sociated or remembered is known as “The 
Farewell to the Brethren of St. James’s

Lodge, Tarbolton.” The poem was com- 
posed and published in 1786, the first publi- 
cation consisting in its being read to the 


brethren of the Lodge. Burns had, as usual 
with him, been pursued by misfortune, and, 
feeling very depressed, he had decided to 
emigrate to the West Indies where he had 
secured a position with a Dr. Douglas, as 
bookkeeper on his plantation in Jamaica, The 
maiden or Kilmarnock edition of his poems 
was published to raise funds for his passage 
money. As we know, he did not go to Jam- 
aica, The fame earned by the publication 
of his poems was such that he was invited 
to Edinburgh, where he was acclaimed by 
all both high and low, and especially by the 
greatest scholars of the day as the greatest 
lyric poet of his generation.

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Joseph Thacher, surgeon and Freemason, 
was born in Barnstable, Massachusetts, 
February 14, 1754, and died at Plymouth 
Massachusetts, May 26, 18¢4. He began 
the study of medicine under Dr. Abner er= 
sey, of Barnstable, about 1771. In 1775 
he applied for a position in the medical 
department of the Continental Army, and 
was appointed surgeon’s mate in the pro- 
vincial hospital at Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts, of which Dr. John Warren was the 
senior surgeon. Dr. Warren was the broth- 
er and pupil of the gallant General Joseph 
Warren who was slain June 17, 1775, in the 
battle of Breed’s Hill, or Bunkers Hill, as 
it is called, On June 20, 1775, Brother 
Thacher had the pleasure of seeing General 
Washington, the newly appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Continental Army, 
whose headquarters were in the vicinity of 
the military hospital.

His dress is 
a blue coat with buff colored facings, a rich 
epaulette on each shoulder, buff underdress, 
and an elegant small sword; a black ecockade 
in his hat. 


Our surgeon’s mate recalls a painful in- 
cident in connection with a Dr. Benjamin 
Church, who had been appointed Surgeon 
General and Director of Military Hospitals 
of the Continental Army. Dr. Church, who 
was a member of the House of Represen- 
tatives of Massachusetts and had borne an 
enviable reputation as “a patriot and son of 
liberty,” was caught in a treasonable cor- 
respondence with the British in Boston. He 
was tried, convicted, and expelled from the 
House of Representatives, and sent to jail. 
Finally he was permitted to leave the coun- 
try. He and his family embarked for the 
West Indies, the vessel foundered at sea, 
and all were lost. 

The American forces so closely invested 
Boston that much suffering and privation 
were caused in the city. Says our worthy 
doctor: 


It might be supposed that the melancholy as- 
pect of the times, and the dreadful disappoint- 
ments and privations of the British officers and 
Tories in Boston, would afford matter for the 
most serious consideration, and effectually 
check every emotion bordering on levity and 
amusement. We find, however, that they do 
not deny themselves balls and theatrical 
amusements. * * * It is asserted from Boston, 
that on the evening when Major Knowlton set 
fire to the houses in Charlestown, eighth in- 
stant, the farce of The Blockade of Boston, of 
which General Burgoyne is the reputed author, 
wis to be performed. The figure designed to 
burlesque General Washington was dressed in 
an uncouth style, with a large wig and long 
rusty sword, attended by his orderly sergeant 
in his country dress, having on his shoulder an 
old rusty gun seven or eight feet long. At the 
moment this figure appeared on the stage, one 
of the regular sergeants came running on the 
stage, threw down his bayonet, and exclaimed. 
“The Yank are attacking our works on 
Bunker's Till. Those of the andience who 
were unieqnainted with the different parts, 
supposed that this belonged to the faree; but 
when General Towe called out, “Officers to 
your alarm posts,” they were undeceived ; all 
was confusion and dismay; and among the 
ladies, shrieking and fainting ensued. 


On February 18, 1776, Dr. John Mor- 
gan, of Philadelphia, was appointed Di- 
rector General of Hospitals by Congress, 
in place of Dr. Church, whereupon Bro. 
Thacher received an appointment as  sur-

geon’s mate to Dr. David Townsend, in the 
regiment commanded by Colonel Asa Whit- 
comb, stationed at the barracks on Prospect 
Hill. When the British evacuated Boston, 
Dr. Thacher records many interesting oc- 
currences. He speaks of the desecration of 
the famous Old South Church, which was 
occupied by the British as a riding school 
for Burgoyne’s regiment of dragoons. “The 
pulpit and pews were removed, the floor 
covered with earth, and used for the pur- 
pose of training and_ exercising cavalry 
horses. The North Church was entirely 
destroyed and consumed for fuel by the 
English soldiers.” 

Thacher continues: . 

On April 8, 1776, I attended at the Stone 
Chapel, where were performed the funeral 
solemnities over the remains of that patriot 
and hero Major General Joseph Warren. The 
remains were taken from the earth at Breed’s 
Hill, placed in an elegant coffin, and brought 
into the chapel, where, in the presence of a 
numerous assembly, a eulogy was pronounced 
by Perez Morton, Esq., a young lawyer of abili- 
ty. The ceremony was conducted by the so- 
ciety of Freemasons of which the deceased was 
Grand Master. A grand procession was 
formed, und the remains having received the 
customary Masonic honors, were deposited in 
the vault under the chapel. This proceeding 
was to me a pleasing novelty, and in the view 
of the public, a grateful tribute to the memory 
of a beloved fellow citizen. 

On July 12, 1776, our surgeon records 
“the very important intelligence from Phil- 
adelphia, that on the 4th instant, the Amer- 
ican Congress declared the thirteen United 
Colonies ‘Free, Sovereign, Independent 
States’,” and then tells us of the reception 
afforded the welcome news in Boston. On 
the 20th of the same month he speaks of 
the newspaper announcement of the attack 
on Charleston, South Carolina, by the 
British fleet, and its repulse. In this bat- 
tle Sir Peter Parker, the British Admiral, 
had “a material part of his breeches torn 
away and otherwise wounded,” whereupon 
the following lines on the admiral’s disaster 
appeared in a Southern journal: 


If honor in the breech is lodged, 
As Hndibras hath shown, 

Tt may from hence be fairly judged 
Sir Peter's honor’s gone.

The 
pork and bread, for they had no other mete 
nance, and cyen the water allowed them 
were of the worst possible quality: and 
totally unfit for human beings,” Besides 
this abominable treatment, the American 
prisoners were continually insulted and. re- 
viled by their jailors and by ‘Tories. The 
wretched patriots died like flies in the hulks 
and prisons. If the chronicles of the Revor 
lution are to be emasculated and sprinkled 
with rose-water, then these things must 
jorsooth be unmentioned, but if the “Muse of 
History is to tell the truth (the naked 
trith!). then the facts presented by Thacher 
and other writers must be recorded in all 
their horror, In New York City, in a Foe 
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weeks, not less than fifteen hundred Amer- 
jean soldiers died, as a result of the treat- 
ment accorded them. Washington made a 
bitter complaint to General Howe about it. 

In this age when history is being re- 
written for schools so as not to hurt the 
feelings of our British cousins, it is the 
custom to palliate or altogether pass oyer 
the many terrible sufferings undergone by 
our forefathers in the Revolutionary era. 
“Let us not stir up hatred against a friend- 
ly people,” say the rose-water sprinklers 
who have our textbooks in charge. But this 
is doing a grave injustice to our braye an- 
cestors who carved out their destiny in 
blood and tears. It must always be re- 
membered that the leaders of the Revolu- 
tion fought with ropes about their necks. 
In the eyes of the British rulers they were 
rebels to the King. If the rebellion had 
failed, Washington, Franklin, Jefferson, 
Adams, and others would have been tried 
and condemned for treason, and executed 
in the manner of the times. Their heads 
probably would have adorned Temple Bar 
after the fashion of traitors from time im- 
memorial. But the Revolution was suc- 
cess, and a great Republic sprang into being 
armed cap-a-pie like Minerva from the brain 
of Jove. Today our cousins over the water 
honor the memory of the great Washington 
and have founded at Sulgraye Manor a fit 
ting memorial to the Washington family. 
This is as it should be. We are deeply 
grateful for such an appreciation, Civiliza- 
tion advances; men and manners improve; 
the ideal of humanity is solidarity, not iso- 
lation. Thanks to Freemasonry this  soli- 
darity of mind and heart may be brought 
about as an actuality instead of a rosy vision. 
But with all this change and betterment 
never let us forget what the Fathers of the 
Republic endured that we might live as 
freemen in a land of plenty. 

Dr. Thacher records that he went on one 
oceasion, with a Colonel Jackson to Bos- 
ton “to attend the funeral of a Mr. Deshon. 
a brother Mason. A procession of 120 of 
the Brethren preceded the corpse. and added 
greatly to the solemnity of the occasion.” 

At Morristown, New Jersey, during the 
winter of 1780, we find the American army 
encamped under conditions almost as bad 
as those that existed at Valley Forge in 
1777-78. The snow was very deep and the 
soldiers suffered severely from lack of prop- 
er housing; scarcity of food, clothes, blan- 
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kets and shoes. The low state of the public 
finances and the depreciation of the Conti- 
nental currency were contributing factors 
to this trouble. When spring opened affairs 
began to mend. The camp was visited by 
the Chevalier de la Luzerne, minister of 
Trance, and Don Juan de Miralles, a 
grandce of distinction from Spain, who were 
staying in Philadelphia. The troops were 
paraded, and salutes fired in honor of these 
gentlemen. On the 28th, Don Miralles died 
at headquarters of a pulmonic fever. Says 
‘Thacher: 

T accompanied Dr, Schuyler to headquarters, 
to attend the funeral of M. de Miralles. The 


deceased was a gentleman of high rank in 
Spain, and had been about one year a resident 


from the Spanish Court. 
The corpse Vv ssed in rich state, and ex- 
posed to public view, as is customary in Hu- 
rope. Lhe coffin was most splendid and state- 
ly, lined throughout with fine sambrie, and 
covered on the outside with rich black velvet, 
and ornmnented in a superb manner, The top 
of the coffin was removed, to display the pomp 
and grandeur with which the body was decor- 
ated, It was in splendid full dress consisting 
of a searlet suit, embroidered w hb rich gold 
Ince, a three-cornered gold laced t, and gen- 
oral cued wig. white silk stockings, large dia- 
mond shoe and knee buckles: a profusion of 
iamond rings decorated the fingers, and from 
na superb gold watch set with dinmonds, sev- 
1] rich seals were suspended. His Excellen- 
General Washington, with several other gen- 
al offic nd members of Cor . attended 
the funeral solemnities, and walked as chief 
mourners, ‘The other officer’ of the army and 
mimerous respectable citizens formed a splen- 
did) procession, extending about one mile, The 
pall bearers were six field officers, and the cof- 
fin was borne on the shoulders of four officers 
of the artillery in full uniform, Minute guns 
were fired during the procession, which greatly 
increased the solemnity of the occasion, A 
Spanish priest performed service at the grave, 
in the Roman Catholic form, The coffin was 
enclosed ina box of plank, and all the pro- 
fusion of pomp and grandeur was deposited 
in the silent grave. in the common burying 
eronnd, near the church at Morristown. A

©Vanitas! Vanitatem!” our good surgeon 
might well have added. Perhaps those who 
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attended the funeral of the Spanish grandee 
may have thought as they gazed upon the 
riches in the coffin, upon the gold and dia- 
monds, to how much better use that wealth 
might have been put if it had been expended 
on food and clothing for the half-starved 
and poorly clad soldiers of the American 
army instead of being buried in Mother 
Earth. No wonder a guard was placed over 
the grave of the proud descendant of the 
Spanish conquistadores. 

Dr. Thacher, the Christian gentleman 
condemns in the severest terms the practice 
of duelling which was in vogue in the army, 
and a number of instances in which valuable 
officers lost their lives on the so-called field 
of honor. “Is there no remedy,” he says 

for this fashionable folly, this awful blind- 

ness and perversion of mind, this barbarous 
and infernal practice, this foul stain on the 
history of man!” Then he relates the fol- 
lawing anecdote of Frederick the Great's 
ime: 


: The practice of duelling had become alarming 
in the Prussian army, and the great Frederick 
was desirous of checking its progress. Two 
officers of the high rank had engaged to meet 
im personal combat. The king commanded 
that they should fight in his presence, and at 
a time and place which he appointed. When 
the parties appeared, they were astonished to 
find the whole army paraded to  witne the 
combat, a gallows erected, and a halter and 
coffins prepared. The king now commanded 
that they should decide their fate in his pres- 
ence, and that the survivor should be instantly 
hung on the gallows. The two champions were 
appalled, and glad to implore his majesty’s 
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pomervenessi and this example proved an ef- 
ectual remedy agains ing i est 
cae y against duelling in the Prussian 


Bro. Thacher gives us an entertaining and 
graphic account of the march of the Amer- 
ican and French forces to Yorktown, Of 


the French he is most complimentary. He 
says: ‘ 

The French army exhibit their martial array 
to the greatest advantage. In the officers we 
recognize the accomplished gentlemen, free and 
affable in their manners. Their military dress 
and side arms are elegant; the troops are under 
the strictest discipline, and are amply provided 
With arms and accoutrements, which are kept 
in the neatest order; they are in complete nate 
form, coats of white broadcloth, trimmed with 
green, and white undress, and on their heads 
they wear a singular kind of hat or chapeau 
It is unlike our cocked hats in having but two 
corners, instead of three, which gives them a 
very novel appearance.

The French committed no depredations 
on their march from Newport, Rhode Is- 
land, to the South. They paid their ex- 
penses in “hard money” and were received 
everywhere by the people with joy and ac- 
claim as friends and allies. They had with 
them a fine military band, which created 
quite a sensation when the troops marched 
through Philadelphia. The American’ pat- 
riots had no music save that of drums and 
fifes. A French chaplain in Rochambeau’s 
army thus describes the affair: 


The arrival of the French army at Phila- 
delphia was more like a triumph than simply a

The troops next marched in single file before 
the Cong and M, le Chevalier de Ja Lu- 
gerne, minister from the court of France, and 
afterwards encamped in a large plain contigu- 
ous to the River Schuylkil. The next da 
after our arrival, the regiment of Svissonais 
went through the exercise of fire arms. At 
le .000 people, and a vast number of car- 
ringes, added to the lustre of this exhibition. 


Dr. Thacher was an eye witness of the 
surrender of Lord Cornwallis at Yorktown, 
Virginia, and makes the scene live again for 
us, in his entertaining journal, He says: 


The French troops, in complete uniform, dis- 
played a martial and noble appearance; their 
band of music, of which the timbrel formed a 
part, is a delightful novelty, and produced, 
while marching to the ground, a most enchant- 
ing effect. The Americans though not all in 
uniform nor their so neat, yet exhibited 
an erect: soldierly and eve countenance 
beamed with satisfaction and joy. 


A great concourse of spectators from the 
country embled to witness the surrender. 
The combined American and French army 
was drawn up in two lines extending more

But it was in the field when they came 
to the last act of the drama, that the spirit 
and pride of the British soldier was put to the 
severest tes here their mortification could 
not be concenled, Some of the platoon officers 
appeared to be exceedingly chagrined when 
giving the word “ground arms,” and I am a 
witness that they performed this duty in a 
very unofficer like manner, and that many of 
the soldie manifested a sullen temper, throw- 
ing their arms on the pile with violence, as if 
determined to render them useless, This ir- 
regularity, however, was checked by the au- 
thority of General Lincoln. 

With the surrender of Yorktown, we shall 
take leave of our worthy surgeon. He closed 
his military career on January 1, 1783, and 
returned to his native town of Plymouth, 
where he practiced medicine until the day 
of his death.

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That Signor Mussolini, the Premier-Dic- 
tator of Italy, has little love for Freema- 
sonry has long been known; and some of his 
most active friends among the Fascisti are 
at no pains to disguise their hatred for the 
Craft. These reflections should cause to be 
read with special care a despatch, dated 
27th July, from the Rome Correspondent 
of the “Times,” which reads as follows:— 

“During the last few days there have 
been interesting developments in connection 
with the judicial inquiry into the Matteotti 
affair. The widow and family of the vie~ 
tim have briefed Signor Modigliani, a So- 
cialist deputy, in the case. This has aroused 
the anger of Signor Farinacci, the Fascist 
stormy petrel, who is occasionally calm 
enough te practise as a lawyer, and he has 
rushed forward with an offer to defend 
ignor Dumini, the alleged chief of the gang 
mplicated in the Matteotti murder. ; 

“The motives of this action are compli- 
cated. In the first place, in so far the 
trial of the accused is a political trial, Signor 
Farinacci feels that, if there is to be a 
spokesman for Socialism, there must also 
be one for Fascism; but, since the whole 
effort of the Fascist leaders has been to 
keep themselves and their party completely 
dissociated from the trial, the intervention 
of so prominent a Fa: defeats its own 
end. Secondly, indirectly in a letter to 
the Pr and directly in an interview ex- 
planatory of the letter, Signor Farinacci ace 
cused Commendatore Cesare Rossi of being 
responsible for everything. This is not out 
of regard for the interests of his new client, 
Signor Dumini, but is dictated by the hope 
of throwing the blame for the system out 
of which the murder arose upon the Free- 
masons, of whom Commendatore Rossi is 
one, and thereby exculpating Fascism. 

“Tt will be remembered that Italian Free- 
masonry was_ publicly excommunicated by 
Signor Mussolini in the early days of his 
power, on the ground that it sheltered an 
elaborate system of corruption in official 
circles. The effect of this accusation of 
Commendatore Rossi may be to induce the 
latter to speak out in self-defence. The 
dossicr of the case is not expected to be 
ready until September.” 

It will assist Masonic comprehension of 
this somewhat tangled piece of Fascist in- 
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trigue, if there be read in association with 
the above a despatch from Signor Raoul 
Martini, dated 25th July, 1923, which ap- 
peared in the “Christian Science Monitor 
(Boston), just a year ago, That despatch 
read as follows :— 

Speaking before Parliament in support of 
his Electoral Reform Law, Mussolini once 
more showed his hostility to Italian Ma- 
sonry—or, rather, that branch of Italian 
Masonry whose Grand Master is Domizio 
Torrigiani. Directing himself to the Hon. 
Alessio, he said: “I am very sorry that the 
Hon, Alessio has brought to this House the 
miserable, dirty hatreds of the Giustiniani 
Lodges.” 

The Hon. Alessio immediately denied that 
he had ever been a member of a Masonic 
Lodge. But this did not draw from the 
Premier any expression of regret for his 
ration. 

Since coming into power, Mussolini has 
sought to destroy, if possible, all the old 
political parties, and all the old fraternal 
institutions of the country, that menace, he 
believes, the unity of the nation. Then, too, 
in attacking Masonry, he pleases the Na- 
tionalist wing of his Fascismo. It will be 
recalled that in recent months the Nation- 
alist Party, headed by Federzoni, has be- 
come an integral division of Fascismo. 
Among the tenets to which it holds strongly 
is that of devoted support of Roman Catholi- 
cism. In Italy the most powerful enemy of 
the Vatican during the past 150 years has 
been Masonry; therefore, the Nationalists 
are fanatically hostile to the Craft. There 
is another branch of Masonry in the Penin- 
sula, with headquarters in Piazza del Gesu, 
Rome, the Grand Master of the same being 
Raoul V. Palermi, The Fascisti do not ap- 
pear to be hostile to this wing of Masonry. 

Mussolini’s opposition to the Torrigi 
branch of Masonry is due mainly to politi- 
cal activities, while the absence of any ex- 
pressed hostility on his part to the Palermi 
Masonry is undoubtedly due to the fact that 
the Palermi branch rigidly excludes any- 
thing of a political nature from its Lodges, 
adhering more strictly to the American Ma- 
sonic forms and ideals. The first Masonic 
Lodge was founded in Italy, in Florence, in 
773. by an Englishman, Charles Sackville. 
Duke of Middlesex. In the next few years

its growth was phenomenal, especially in 
Southern Italy and Sicily. The records 
show that Italian Masonry at the start 
cherished warmly the ideal of bettering 
human conditions. Religion was to be re- 
spected. The “Evangelical Law” was its 
dominating spirit. Regarding Masonry as 
a dangerous enemy, Pope Clement XII., on 
28th May, 1738, excommunicated it. The 
excommunciation was confirmed by Bene- 
dict XIV., on 28th April, 1751. Masonry 
was closely identified with the Carbonari and 
Mazzini’s “Young Italy.” It furnished 
very largely the inspiration for the reso- 
lutionary activities of the Carbonari. At 
one time no Carbonari could hold high of- 
fice in that organization unless he was a 
recognized Mason of exalted grade. In 
preparing for the revolution of 1821, the 
young Carlo Alberto, heir to the Piedmont 
throne, was in continual communication with 
General Gifflenga and the other heads of 
Italian Masonry. The steadfast opposition 
of the Vatican to any movement looking to 
the union and freedom of Italy roused in 
Masonry a strong spirit of anti-clericalism, 
which finally led to an irreligiousness in 
Italian Masonry that dominated it for many 
years, 

About 1880, Masonry in Italy was all- 
powerful, It controlled most of the im- 
portant Government posts, as well as the 
humbler positions in the public 
tion.

While Garibaldi was embittered by the 
hostility of the Vatican to the great patriotic 
cause known as the Risorgimento, he was 
never irreligious. At the Naples Confer- 
ence of 1869, when Masons from all over 
the Peninsula had been driven by the op- 
position of the Church into a materialistic 
attitude of mind, Garibaldi commandingly 
shouted: “I am of the religion of God.” 

Mussolini apparently feels that the day 
of helpful political Masonic acti ty in Italy 
is past. He seems determined that hence- 
forth Italian Masonry shall either cease to 
occupy itself with political matters, or else 
be destroyed. But there are perhaps 40,000 
Masons in Italy. They are unque: tionably 
patriots. They know well the history and 
the spirit of the Roman Vatican. They are 
convinced that, whenever the political power 
of the Papacy is strong in the Peninsula, 
as, for example, in the present day, then 
Italian Masonry should be all the more 
vigilant and militant. Italian Masonry, by 
reason of the persecution it has long en- 
dured at the hands of political and priestly 
tyranny, cherishes profoundly its civil and 
religious liberties, With its. spirit purified 
and refined by the new fires, it will undoubt- 
edly not only continue to exist, but will 
grow in strength and character, 

Palermi’s Body is the National Grand 
Lodge of Italy, and it would appear to 
endeavour to follow the Antient Landmarks 
of the Order. But, as regards its origin, 
this is a very doubtful point, as it ap- 
parently was constituted by certain Lodges 
which seceded from the Grand Orient of 
Italy, and during the War was strongly 
suspected of being in league with the notori- 
ous Bolo and Caillaux, the former of whom 
was shot and the latter banished from 
Trance as convicted traitors, 

Torrigiani’s Body is the Grand Orient of 
Italy, and is by far the stronger one. While 
its origin will bear igation, there is 
no doubt that it has strong political tenden- 
cies. and has long waged a bitter war with 
the Roman Catholie Church,

MASONS AT CANADIAN COUNCIL 
R. & S. M. Admitted to Grand Council of U. S. 

The nd Council of Canada, Royal and 
Select) Masters, was voted into membership 
of the General Grand Council of Royal and 
Select Mas of the United States by nearly 
unanimous yote in the closing session of the 
15th triennial convocation at Masonic Temple, 
Portland, Me., September 9. 

The Grand Council of Canada has head- 
quarters in Ontario, and embraces councils of 
the territory in the province of Ontario and 
thence through to the Pacific coast.

CINCINNATI'S $3,000,000 TEMPLE 
Cincinnati's proposed new Masonic ‘l'emple, 
recently assured through over-subscription of 
a fund of $3,000,000, will be a Ymbol of the 
unity of Masonry in that city, as well as an 
important ¢ et, Masons and non-Masons 
‘tepped forward with pledges totaling nearly 
000 more than the goal set for building 
this imposing edifiee, whieh will accommodate 
10 of the 40 Blne lodges in Hamilton County. 
Twenty-four hundred workers gave their 
services in a two-weeks’ campaign in behalf 
ef the Temple, ground for Which is expected 
to be broken before the end of the stimimer, 
As designed ly Cincinnati architects, the 
Temple will be of elassienl architecture. The 
general plan ember three units or buildings, 
se connected: physically and architecturally as 
to provide ready aecess and cirenlation 
tween various portions of the first floor 
basement, when desirable to

The exterior will be finished in gray 
diana limestone. The structure will have 
frontage of approximately 200 feet on Syez 
more street, 268 feet on Fifth street and 108 
feet on Broadway. The first unit, or auditori- 
um buildin, 1 be located at the southwest 
corner of G and Fifth streets. The 
second unit, or Temple building, will adjoin 
the auditorium on the east, facing on Fifth 

reet. and extending southward. The audi- 
um will seat 3,500. The third unit will 
form an L on the rear of the Temple building, 
facing on Broadwa and occupying the site 
of the present Scottish Rite Cathedral and 
adjoining property. 

The main entrance to the Temple will be 
in the Fifth street facade of the Temple build- 
ing, a broad corridor leading to the elevators, 
as well as to the Consistory quarte main 
anditorium, lounging rooms, and of 
the first story. The general arrangement of 
the interior of the buildings is still to be de- 
termined. 

“The campaign has been a civie asset, as 
well as stimulus for asonry, of far greater 
value than the fact that we have raised mere 
dollars for our fund,” said Bro. Charles P. 
Taft. general chairman of the new Masonite 
‘Tomple committee. He continued:

“People generally came to realize that after 
all. the strivings of a great body of their fel- 
low-citizens were the concern of the entire 
communi and expressions of good will from 
non-) S came in the form of unsolicited 
subscriptions, many of them in ve ry generous 
amounts. The campaign has helped clear away 
the clouds of religious prejudice, : 

“Our new Masonic Temple will be an orna- 
ment of which our entire eity will be proud. 
To us who are members of the Masonic fra- 
fernity, of course it will mean far more than 
sset, for it will symbolize the

“How great an achievement toward unity 
this is, becomes apparent when it is realized 
that 10 of the 40 Blue lodges in Hamilton 
County will meet in the new Temple; and of 
the other 30, 14 have their own temples. _ Yet 
this did not deter them from helping actively 
in our campaign, for they came to realize that 
a big, centralized temple would be a home for 
all Masons, no matter whence they eame—that 
it would be a monument to all Masonry.” . 

Bro. Taft made an initial contribution of 
$100,000 to the fund, doubling this amount as 
the campaign neared its goal. 

In addition to the Blue lodges, the new 
Temple will be the home of three chapters, 
three commanderies, one council, the Scottish 
Rite and the Shriners,

The Supreme Council, Northern  Jurisdic- 
tion, ha ‘ked adequate facilities to meet its 
Administrative and ceremonial requirements 
and a eommittee of five was appointed by the 
Sovereign Grand Commander to consider the 
subject. A new Masonie temple, the largest.

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AN IMPORTANT MASONIC MISSION 

The following is the official report made by 
Bro. Sir Alfred Robbins, P.G.W., President of 
the Board of General Purposes, to the M.W. 
Grand Master, Bro. H.R.H. the Duke of Con- 
naught, en his recent Masonic mission to the 
United States of America. The document. is 
an interesting informative record and of valu- 
able historie importance, One result of the 
mission will be the strengthening of Masonic 
fraternal ties between two great nations. 

I have the honour to submit a report on the 
Mission to the United States of America, with 
which your Royal Ilighness was pleased to en- 
trust me. When, at the Quarterly Communica- 
tion on 4th June, I was welcomed by your 
Royal Highness in Grand Lodge, on the day of 
my return to this country, I used these words: 
“I would like to express, here and now, my 
deep appreciation of the warmth of the en- 
thusiastic welcome whi v ven, in various 
Jurisdictions in the United States I visited, 
to the accredited representative of the United 

Grand Lodge of England, Since last standing 
in this Hall, I have travelled on behalf of 
Grand Lodge over ten thousand miles; I 
have visited ten American Jur sdictions; and 
I have spoken at Masonic gatherings in twenty 
American cities. And I come back to my own 
country with the assurance of the devotion of 
those Grand Lodges to the principles for which 
the Grand Lodge of England h always stood, 
and of their personal thanks to and admiration 
of yourself, M. W, Grand Master, for the 
manner in which you have so long presided 
over the destinies of the English ace 

This tribute I desire to repeat with emphasis 
now. I would venture to recall the cireum- 
stances which led to my undertaking the Mis- 
sion to America, Vive years ago, the United 
Grand Lodge of England had the privilege of 
the presence of twenty-nine leading vepresen- 
talives of various Amor an Jurisdictions—in 
the main Grand Masters, Past Grand Masters, 
and Grand Secretaries—on the occasion of the 
Especial Grand Lodge holden at the Royal 
Albert Hall on 27th June 1919, in Celebration 
of Peace, During their stay in England these 
distinguished Brethren more than once ex- 
pressed ao strong hope that their visit would 
in some way soon he returned: and Jater I 
personally received from time to time invita- 
tions to different American Grand Jurisdie- 
tions. Tt was not, however. until the end of 
last year that I was in a position to accept any 
of these: and then, with the approval of your 
Royal TWighness, T arranged to make a journey 
to the United States during the ensuing spring. 
The Board of General Purposes, in’ reporting 
this to Grand Lodge on Sth December, 19) 
expressed the belief that the interchange of 
fraternal information seenrod by such a visit 
would be of 
conducive toa 


reat omatial service, as being 
renter understanding between 
the Buelish-speaking members of the Craft: 
and later it uttered the hope that the visit 
wold strengihen still further the bend of 
friendship and goodwill between the British and 
American peoples Tt was in that belief and 
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hope that I arranged to leave this country on 
27th February of the present year, bearing the 
following message from your Royal Highness 
to our American Brethren :— 

“On the o sion of the visit of Bro. Sir 
Alfred Robbins, P. G. W., President of the 
Board of General Purposes, to the United 
States. I take the opportunity of conveying, 
through him, to the Brethren of all Jurisdic- 
tions in friendly association with the United 
Grand Lodge of ugland my fraternal good 
wishes and sincere desire for their continued 
happiness and prosperity. It is my earnest 
hope that the tenets of our Order may assist 
still further the bond of friendship and good- 
will which so happily exists between our two 
nations; and I shall watch with sympathy 
every endeavour to promote these feelings by 
the development of Ireemasonry in the purest 
and highest aspects.” 


Description of the Tour 

When planning the details of the tour, it at 
once became apparent that, in the less than 
three months that could be given to the un- 
dertaking before returning in time for the 
Communication — in June, severe 

ions would have to be imposed. I found 
that, if the invitations to visit several Juris- 
dictions bordering on the Atlantic seaboard, as 
well as certain Grand Lodges in the Middle 
West, were accepted, I should be bound to 
decline at that date any outside this definitely 
cireumsceribed line, Being thus constrained by 
considerations of time, as well as of personal 
strength, I, with sincere y et, was eompelled 
to decline very cordial iny tations to visit the 
Grand Jurisdictions of California, Ut h, Ne- 
braska, Georgian, North Dakota, and Delaware ; 
but I reecived from representatives of all these 
the most cordial good Wishes, as also from the 
Grand Masters of Connecticut. Rhode Island, 
Vermont, Wisconsin, and South Carolina, as 
well as the Grand Secretary of Now Iamp- 
shire, all of whom met me during my ly 
in the United States: while the Grand Master 
of Louisiana sent by telegram his especial 
regards, And I would premise that an abe 
solute rnle during the Visit was not to attend 
any Masonic gathering, or one even indireetly 
associated with Freemasonry, to which T had 
not heen invited, or was hot accompanied, by 
the Grand Master of the Jurisdiction in whieh 
it was held. 
Landing on 6th Mareh jn New York, T was 
Welcomed hy the leading Brethren of that 
Jurisdiction, who gave an equally hearty Ma- 
sonie “send-off on my leaving the same port 
on 28th May, Y the kindness of friends, my 
headquarters throughout. the Ameriean stay 
were at Montelair, New Jersey, a few miles 
south of New York, whenee on 10th Mareh I 
proceeded to Boston, and attended A meeting 
of the Fourth Estate Lode to see the Amer- 
jean working of an important Degree. On the 
next evening T was present at the Annual Con- 
vocation of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of 
Massachusetts, where T received a very hearty 
welcome; and the following day, after being 
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privileged to be at a confidential meeting of 
the District Deputy Grand Musters of the 
Massachusetts Jurisdiction with their Gr ind 
Master, I went to the Regular Communic tion 
of their Grand Lodge, and again had a cordial 
greeting. This was isted by Bro. Thomas 
RM shall, of Indiana, Vice-President of the 
United States frum 1913 to 1921, who was 
emphatic in his fraternal greeting: In the 
evening the Grand Master of Massachusetts 
invited to cmble in my honour the ast 
Grand) Masters and Grand Officers of his 
Jurisdiction, well as the Grand Masters of 
two neighbouring States, two others being 
ted) from attending by a heavy snow 
id, which also had hindered hundreds of 
Brethren from distant parts of the State from 
being in Grand Lodge. During my stay, last- 
ing until T4th March, in the course of which 
To had a personal interview with the Governor 
of the State, I had the opportunity for fre- 
quent consultation with the leading Brethren 
of the Jurisdiction on matters of Masonic 
policy, in which information was given and 
received on both sides; and it may be here 
noted that simile conferences took place in 
every Jurisdiction I visited, 

In the course of the two following weeks, I 
had special consultations with representative 
Brethren of New York and New Jers py, and w s 
entertained at a large gathe of the leading 
members of the former Jurisdiction by their 
Grand Master; and on 81st March I went for 
five days to Washington, there to meet the 
Brethren of the Jurisdiction of the Distri ot 
of Columbia, which has Washington for its 
centre, In the capital city of the United States, 
I met not only representative members of the 
Craft headed by their Grand Master, but was 
made most heartily weleome by Bro. John H. 
Cowles, Past Grand Master of Kentucky, who 
has a_ vivid memory of the reception given 
him when visiting London at the Peace Cele- 
bration, and is now the head of the Southern 
Jurisdiction of the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite, a very powerful Masonic body in the 
United States, which has its counterpart in 
this country in the Ancient and Aceepted ‘Rite. 
Under his escort, T inspected the preliminary 
work now being pursued for the erection of the 
George Washington National Masonie Memo- 
vial, in V as well as the Temple of the 
Alexandria W shington Dodge, the original 
Lodge-room of which is filled with relics of, 
the first President of the United States, who 
lived at Mount Vernon, near by, and was the 
first Master of this Virginian Lodge. z 

While in Washington, T had the especial priv- 
ilege—throngh the introduetion by Bro. Frank 
B. Kelloge the American Ambassador to this 
commtry—ol interviews with the President of 
the United States (Mr, Coolidge) and the See- 
retary of State (Mr. Charles FE. Tinghes). as 
well as with the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court (ex-President W. IL 
Taft), The last of these distinguished Amer- 
jeans is a Mason, and, in {hat capacity, at 
fended a hanqnet given in my honour at the 
Tlonse of the Temple, at whieh were present 


a number of United States Senators, members 
of the House of Representatives, and leading 
American admirals, generals, scientists, and 
literary men, all memb of the Masonic 
F: raternity. In my interviews with the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of State, and in re- 
sponse to their questions, I stated the nature 
and object of my Mission, which was to pro- 
mote—and, in a large degree, through Freema- 
sonry—by full, free, and frequent intercourse, 
the “alr uly friendly relations between the 
English-speaking peoples in general, and those 
of ‘th s country and the United States in par- 
ticular; and that statement in ez ch case was 
approvingly received. 3efore vis ing Wi : 
ington, Lo had a conversation in New York 
with Bro. John W. Davis, a former American 
Ambassador to England, who had the Brevet 
Rank of Past Grand Warden conferred upon 
him at the Especial Peace Grand Lodge of th 
June, 1919. Bro. Davis recalled with much in- 
terest that Masonic incident regarding himself, 
ms well others in connection with the period 
of his residence in London; and he expres

The Mayor of Philadelphia extended to me a 
civic welcome, and I was the official guest of 
the city during my y; the Grand Master 
brought together a large gathering of the lead- 
ing Brethren of his Jurisdiction, who expressed 
the warmest sentiments of amity and admira- 
tion for the Grand Lodge of England ; and rE 
was given more than one opportunity to in- 
spect the Grand Lodge Library, a finely ar- 
ranged and well-displayed collection, worthy 
of close Masonie study. The great friendliness 
of feeling here shown v repeated when TI 
went, on 15th April, to Trenton for the Regular 
Communication of the Grand Lodge of New 
Jersey, Which T addressed on the following day, 
having spoken the previous night at an as- 
sembly of the Grand Master, Past Grand Mas- 
ters, and leading Brethren of the State. In 
these Grand Jurisdictions, as in every one 
visited during my stay in America, T read the 
soni! message of your Royal Wighness. It 
is everywhere greeted with sincere warmth, 
do with expressions of appreeiation of the 


three years’ tenure of your Grand Mastership 


The most arduous part of my undertaking 
began with the fortnight T spent in four great 
Jurisdictions of the Middle West, opening with 
that of Missonri. On 19th April T travelled 
direct to St. Louis, a distance from New York 
of 1,051 miles, and on the 2tst after being 
specially welcomed by the National Masonic 
Researeh Society of the United States, T spoke 
nf an Emergent Meeting of the Grand Todge of 
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Missouri, the proceedings being most fraternal 
and hearty The following day the Grand 
Master showed me much of Masonic interest 
in and around St. Louis, and gave me the op- 
portunity for pleasant intercourse with some 
leading Brethren; and that night I proceeded 
to Columbia, the University City of the State, 
where I not only addressed the Grand Chapter 
of Missouri, but witnessed some admirable 
working in the Acacia Lodge. On the 24th I 
journeyed to Kansas City, in the same State, 
a distance of 278 miles from St. Louis; and 
there I was entertained by the Orient Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons, as well . on the 25th, 
by the Ivanhoe Lodge, of Kansas City, one of 
the largest Private—or, as they ure there 
termed, Subordinate—Lodges in the United 
States. After being present at the dedication 
of new portion of the very spacious and 
striking Ivanhoe Temple, I attended a large 
meeting of the Lodge to witness the ceremony 
of Raising, in the presence of the Grand Mas- 
ter, the 4,000th Mason now a subscribing mem- 
ber of Ivanhoe Lod Throughout my week 
in the State of Missouri Io was ace mpunied 
by the ¢ nd Master to every Masonie gather- 
ing: and I am grateful for all the help he 
gave, 

Late on the night of 26th April, after the 
Tvanhoe ceremor IT went forward to the State 
of Tow and, after being heartily weleomed 
on the at Marshalltown by the Brethren 
of the Marshall Lodge, I proceeded to Cedar 
Rapids, the well-known Masonic centre of the 
Jurisdiction In that city [ witnessed some 
Toy working at the Crescent Lodge, in the 
presence of over two thousand Brethren from 
different parts of the State: v sited twiee the 
Tov Masonie Library, a very fine Institution 
which impressed ine idmirably designed and 
maniged; attended a meetir of the Grand 
Master's Advisory Council by his special in- 
vitation: was entertained with the leading 
srethren by the Grand Master: and that night 
went on to Chicago to he greeted by the Breth- 
ren oof Ting After two days in Chicago, 
where my pleasant experiences were repeated 
and even emphasised, being specially weleomed 
by the Grand Master and his leading collea 
in the Mlinois Jurisdiction, with his Distriet 
Deputies, TP journeyed on the night of Ist May 
to Columbus, to be met by the Brethren of 
Ohio, headed by their Grand Master, with the 
sane cordial @nthusiasm that hid accompanied 
me thronehomt the joumey.

General Impressions and Conclusions 

Since my return home, I have had both time 
and opportunity to consider generally what I 
had learned from this visit to the United 
States; und the chief lesson I drew from all 
my experiences—and this is a counsel to be 
given to Brethren on both sides of the Atlantic 
—was to avoid hasty judgments formed on first 
impressions, In regard to such differences as 
are plainly visible between the system of 
Grand Lodge and Lodge government in the 
United States and our own Jurisdiction—dif- 
ferences, it is ever to be understood in degree 
but not in doctrine—national characteristics 
and local circumstances always and most 
steadily have to be borne in mind, A marked 
divergence in national psychology accounts for 
the one difference which, to the Englishman, 1s 
most apparent—and that is that what we, As 
Freemasons, present to the mind’s @ is in 
America represented to the bodily v It 
is impossible openly to speak more on so deli- 
eate a matter; but I would record the opinion 
that the manner in which the dramatic story 
of om earliest-known workings has developed 
into the acted drama now seen across the 
Atlantic, demands closest study from those 
Freemasons, both English and American, who 
desire to know what are the differences in prac- 
tice here and there, and how and why they 
arose, 

When such a study is undertaken, it would 
always have to be with full realization of the 
temperamental and psychological differences he- 
tween the English and the American peoples— 
differences more ¢ y observed than ac- 
counted for, Tt would he diffienlt to exple 
Why the English Brother—who is as serupu- 
lous to concen) mar of his Freemasonry from 
the outside world as his American Brother 
ready to display them, and who in his N 
sonic observances is reticent of emotion as 
the American is ready with drama—should 
have in Craft Masonry a far more ornate dis- 
Play and difference in Clothing, whether in 
Grand Lodge or in Private Lodge, than is used 
by the overwhelming body of Symbolic or Blue 
Masons in the United States. This is a prob- 
lem which affeets us all: but there also are 
problems which directly touch American Lodges 
alone, as there are those whieh direct] 
touch English Lodges alone, Concerning these. 
which, at the me are non-essential in their 
basis, it is well t each body should exercise 
both toleration and patience, and not seek to 
impose its opinions, even by implication, the 
one on the other, , 

As to Masonie practice generally, American 
Masons appear to pay a degree of deference 
to the precise words of James Anderson on 
constitutional points, and of William Preston 
on points of practice, which English Brethren 
who have studied those eighteenth century 
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Masonic writers at closest hand are unprepared 
to share. In this country we do not regard 
either as an infallible authority ; and our belief 
is that much of our strength has come from 
having been able to differentiate with paar 
ness between what in tran Us of permanen 
value and what personal opinion, ane

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SLOW BUILDING 

The first stone of Cologne Cathedral was laid 
on August 15th, 1248, and the body of the 
edifice was not opened until August 15th 1848, 
six hundred years to the very d and it was 
not until August 15th, 1SS0, that the splendid 
structure was finally reported completed, hav- 
ing thus occupied, in building, the record tume 
of exactly six hundred and _ thirty-two years. 

The castle of Kingsgoberg, which stands at 
the southern extremity of Jutland, took two 
hundred and four years from the laying of 
the foundation-stone to the rigging of its 
master’s banner on its highest flagstaff. Its 
foundation-stone was the skull of its builder’s 
bitterest enemy. Three months after its laying 
Count Jhorsing, the builder of the castle, was 
killed. If nm was then in swaddling clothes. 
He did not continue his father’s work until 
aged twenty-four, On his twenty-fifth birthday 
he was thrown into prison by the son of the 
man whose skull lay in the earth as Kingsgo- 
berg’s foundation-stone. In this manner mas- 
ter after master of Kingsgoberg was stopped 
putting another stone tow the completion of 
the founder's work till ution intervened. 

Between Perth and Kingussie in Scotland, on
